But all revolut i o n a r y 
i movements like Stalinism have 
a long-range view' as well as an 
immediate one. Stalin now may 
feel that Communism will have 
a better chance for world domi­ 
nation IO or 20 years hence. 
And civilization, in the pass­ 
age- of a decade or two, might 
adjust itself to some method of 
settlement short of war.

The events of this lesson took 
place in the autumn of A D 28 
(More and more frequently the 
(Master told His followers of His 
approaching death and resurrect 
, tion. but they were only puzzled 
e.rd bewildered at what He told 
^thom. 
Taking with Him Peter, James 
and John —those nearest to Him, 
'Jesus went up into a mountain 
((thought to have been ML Her­ 
m on) to pray 
Suddenly, before the apostle’s 
'eyes, the Lord van transfigured. 
His countenance grew shining, as 
did His clothes 
"exceeding white 
as snow; so as no fuller on earth 
can white them.” 
With Him appeared two figures, 
one on each side of Him, whom 
Peter recognized a. Elijah (F-liasi 
and Moses. As the disciples gazed, 
jawestruck and frightened, a cloud 
j overshadowed them, and out of 
the cloud came a voice, saying, 
I‘Th is is My beloved 8 on: bear 
Him ”

ence, Jesus charged the dis* spies

of m®n, and they shall kill Him;
